He told me that “thumps” in 
pigs was a pneumonia, or a near pnetu- 
monia, caused by worms boring through 
the lungs. 

One theory of the extraordinary prev- 
alence of pneumonia in young children 
is the fact that the larve of round worms 
bore through the lungs, laying the’ basis 
for infection by pneumonia germs. Dr. 
Payne seems to have proven that the 
round worm of the pig differs slightly 
from the round worm of man. The two 
worms are first cousins and look exactly 
alike, but they are different. Man 
catches his round worms from man and 
pigs catch theirs from pigs. He fed 
human round worm eggs to pigs. The 
pigs developed thumps. Their lungs 
were riddled by larvae, but he was not 
able to secure adult round worms from 
the intestines... On the other hand, one 
of this group of investigators ate the 
eges of pig round worms, but without 
béeing infected.
